Political Science course being 
offered at Hartnell. 

Its unimpressive title is Poli- 
tical Science 45, but it is very 
much a part of the trend towards 
“relevent” classes in secondary 
education. 


Students who take this class 
will get one to two units of 
cred by working for a candidate 
of their choice in the upcoming 
election. This, commented Mr. 
Newton, will give students a 
chance to “do something signifi- 
cant, meaningful.” 

The idea for this class grew 
out of the “Princeton Plan,” 
where it was suggested that 
classes start two weeks later this 
school year so that students 
could wadrk, for a candidate. 
This idea was not accepted be- 
cause administrators felt that 
many students would not work 
for a candidate but would use 
the two weeks as extra vacation 
time. Mr. Newton feels that 
Political Science 45 is a fair 
substitute for the 


Plan. He was quick to, point 
out that this is, to his know- 
ledge, the only class of this type 
offered by a junior college. 

A student could earn one or 
two units depending on how 
much time he spent working for 
For the parti- 
san offices, the student may 
choose to work for any one of 
the four parties recognized on 
the ballot. These are the Re- 
publican, Democratic, American- 
Independent and Peace and 
Freedom parties. 

The class is not limited to par- 
tisan politics, however, Credit 
may be received by working for 
a non-partisan candidate, such 
as Wilson Riles or Max Rafferty, 
who are running for the office 
of California State Superinten- 
dent of Schools. 

Grading is based on a report 
tured in at the end of the 
campaign and on an _ endorse- 
ment submitted by the students.

I think we 
can win if we work hard 
enough,” said Wilson Riles, 
candidate seeking the four-year 
term as state superintendent of 
public instruction. : 


After addressing a group at 
Monterey Peninsula College, 
Riles arrived at Hartnell Col- 
lege’s Little Treatre last Thurs- 
day at 1:33 P.M. (22. minutes 
late) to address an audience of 
about 215 people, which con- 
sisted mostly of students. 


California’s highest ranking 


black educator and second in 
command of the huge Depart- 


ment of Education, Riles ad- 
mitted, “I’ve never run for of- 
fice before, so I'm _ trying to 
learn to be a politician.” His 
opposition is boss and incum- 
bent, Dr. Max Rafferty. 

A man who “likes his role as 
administrator,” Riles has been 
a public school teacher and ad- 
ministrator for 14 years. He re- 
ceived his B.A. and M.A. degrees 
from Northern Arizona Univer- 
sity and an honorary doctorate 
from Pepperdine College.  Al- 
though he does not teach now, 
he professes that he “still cares 
about children and students. I 
am a realist about the (school) 
system. That doesn’t mean that 
I think it’s perfect or beautiful; 
it does mean that I made myself 
learn what the system is all

It means I understand 
how it works — I had to. 

“Tm not young, I’m not hip, 
and I’m not groovy, I’m 53,” 
stated the deputy superintendent 
who received laughter from the 
audience. “I will concern my- 
self with the college and uni- 
versity branches as a part of my 
work, and I will do everything 
to break down the gap between 
individuals today and the so- 
called establishment. I will try 
to bridge the gap that exists.” 

After his speech, students from 
the audience posed questions to 
the candidate. When asked 
about school bus _ integration, 
Riles replied: “I happen to be- 
lieve in integreation . . . In some 
situations, it’s impossible. It’s 
impossible because of the ethnic 
arrangements and concentrations 
that are so far or so bad that 
we can’t do this by transporting 
students around, and if you can’t 
do it, you can’t use that vehicle 
of busing.” 

Riles’ view on sex education 
on the junior college level was 
“get a paper and sign up all 
those who want to take it; form 
a committee; sit down and de- 
cide what kind of course you 
want; get yourself a_ teacher. 
Why ‘do you want -the. college 
to do it?.. .°. for ‘goodness sake, 
you're going* to upset’ me Very 
much if you're going to rely on 
adults to do something. I’m 
looking for you for leadership.”

DEMOCRATIC PROCEDURE? 


Voting in an election is essential to the democratic selection 
of representatives, 

Under the present conditions outlined in Associated Student 
Body Constitution, only card holding members may vote. If the 
ASB were a small organization and elected a president, vice presi- 
dent and commissioners for the control of their own self-centered 
interests, this would be an acceptable condition. The truth is, 
however, that the decisions and desires of the ASB affect the ac- 
tivities of all students. 

Representatives of minority ethnic groups have proposed that 
the ASB Constitution be amended to grant voting privileges to the 
student-body-at-large in the election of student body officials. 

Admittedly, the separation of activities paid for with funds 
raised through the sale of ASB membership cards, poses a problem. 

In the upcoming election October 20 and 21, ASB members 
will decide by their vote alone whether their constitution should 
be amended. It is hoped their decision is in the affirmative. 

Representation of the entire student body must be based on 
elections in which all members of the student body are eligible to 
vote and to run for student body office. 

A simple solution to the admission of students to activities 
supported by ASB funds could be handled by issuing all students 
a student body card. Members of the ASB have already been is- 
sued a membership card that grants them free admission to ASB 
funded activities. Cards of a second color issued to all students 
would not infringe on the benefits of ASB membership, but would 
facilitate the election of student body officers and insure demo- 
cratic representation. 

If, under amendment of the ASB constitution, it should be- 
come necessary to elect new ASB officers . . . so be it.

Palomar Comets Defeat Hartnell; 
Panthers Fall in Last Seconds of Game 


Hartnell’s luck went to the 
worse in Oceanside last Saturday 
as the Palomar Comets posted a 
come-from-behind 20-14 win 
over the visiting Hartnell Col- 
lege Panthers. The coupe-de- 
grace came on a 27-yard run 
by 210-pound fullback Tony 
Letuligasenoa with about 0:25 
left in the afternoon game. 

The Panthers’ first near-scor- 
ing drive came when they went 
from their own 39-yard marker 
to Palomar’s five as the Pan- 
ther’s biggest advance came on 
a pretty 53-yard run by Alton 
Gerard — but a 5-yard penalty 
and a fumble halted Hartnell’s 
threat on the 10. 

A tough defense provided 
Hartnell with the ball again and 
the offense responded by march- 


ing to the Comet two where full- 
back Russ Ostarello powered in 
behind sharp blocking for the 
score. Chuck Noroian booted 
the PAT and Hartnell led 7-0. 
Perhaps it was an omen of 
things to come as Palomar scored 
its first TD on a pass play with 
0:19 left in the first half. The 
PAT tied the game at 7-7. 
Later on in the last half de- 
fender Dave Pusley dumped the 
Comet quarterback to force a 
punting situation which Hart- 
nell took over on Palomar’s 34. 
Several plays later Sam Al- 
banese took a short pass and 
thundered through the Comet 
defense and was finally hauled 
down on the 6-yard line. QB 
Ken Dean took it in later on a 
one-yard plunge for the go 


ahead 14-7 score as Noroian 
split the uprights for the PAT. 

Jack Simon pounced on a 
fumble to halt the Comets’ first 
threat in the last half, but de- 
termined Palomar came _ back 
later and scored on a 29-yard 
pass play. Playing to win, the 
Comets failed the two-point at- 
tempt and Hart still lead 14-13. 

Hartnell took possession of 
the ball after the kickoff with a 
little over three minutes left in 
the game. A stubborn Comet 
defense stymied the Panther of- 
fense and Hartnell was forced 
to punt. 

With about 1:02 left in the 
game Palomar drove 80 yards in 
seven plays, which was capped’ 
by the game-winning scamper 
of Letuligasenoa.
